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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The amendment filed October 18, 2005 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure pertains to the generation of 
an electromagnetic field. Applicant states that the specification was amended to 
provide antecedent basis for claims 6, 7, 8 and 9 as originally presented. Originally filed 
claims 7-9 address the temporal relationship between a) the step of moving a liquid over 
an area of a substrate and b) the step of spreading a liquid that is associated with a 
spaced-apart plurality of droplets. The moving step of claims 7-9 is accomplished by 
applying an electromagnetic field to the liquid. The amendment to the specification 
describes the temporal relation ship between the moving step and the generation of an 
electromagnetic field rather than to the application of an electromagnetic filed as recited 
in original claims 7-9. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claims contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Independent claims 1 and 10 each recite a 
new limitation that requires forming of contiguous layer of liquid by exposing the fluid to 
an electromagnetic field. However, paragraphs [0018] and [0019] on page 6 of the 
specification appears to be the only mention of forming a contiguous layer of liquid and 
here the disclosure pertains to using mechanical means to from a continuous layer of 
liquid from discrete spaced-apart droplets. The examiner finds no disclosure pertaining 
to the use of an electromagnetic field to form of a contiguous layer of liquid. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 16-18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 16 recites the limitation "while compressing the plurality of spaced-apart 
droplets". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1-18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by US Patent 6,908,861 issued to Sreenivasan et al. (hereinafter, 
Sreenivasan). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 

Claim 16-18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Willson et al. in US Patent Application Publication 2003/0215577 (hereinafter, 
Willson). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 . 
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Willson substantially discloses the process of claim 16. See figures 1-5. 
It is noted that the amendment to claim 16, line 5, deleted the phrase "as a plurality of 
spaced-apart droplets". However, as noted in the above 112 rejection, claims 17, 18 
and 20 still refer to a "plurality of spaced-apart droplets". While Willson does not teach 
a "plurality of spaced-apart droplets" claims 17, 18 and 20 have, nevertheless, been 
included in the above rejection as if the phrase "plurality of spaced-apart droplets" was 
in fact removed from the claims as it appears it was applicant's intention to do so. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 16-18 and 20 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over the claims of US Patent 
6,964,793. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the claimed electric filed of '718 is encompassed by 
the presently claimed electromagnetic field. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed October 18, 2005 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new grounds of rejection.
